KANSAS City, Apri! i0.—Mr. Henry W. Craig, 
the most prominent person next to the Gov 
enor gconnected with the alleged Jamnes mur- 
der, was born in Versailles, Woodford county, 
Kentucky, in 1818. After the war he came to 
Missouri, locating in Kansas City. Having been 
admitted to the bar, he engaged in the prac- 
tice of the law, his business being almost €x- 
clusively collections. Little wa3 known of 
him until 1876, when nominated inthe Fourth 
District of Jackson county for the Legislature 
and elected. While «a member of 
the Legislature his ability as 
a lawyer and fitness for statesmanship and leg 
islation did not crop outvery extensively, nor 
were bis services appreciated by his constitu 
ency by renominating him. His nextientry 
into public life was when Crittenden became a 
candidate for Governor. In Kansas City 
Craig was his most active suppor- 
ter and instrumental in selecting 
out of the twelve delegates to the State con- 
vention from Jackson county five who Cast 
their votes forhim. Of these Craig was one. 
For his services in this connection he was re- 
wurded by the appointment of Police Commis- 
sioner for Kansas City. This appointment and 
that of his colleague were so objectionable to 
the Democrats of Kansas City that they entered 
into the canvass at the next election 
for city oflicers and defeated the ticket. 
It may be said alsothat the alleged killing o! 
James on the day before the last city election 
and the excitement incident thereto were the 
sole cause of the defeat of Shelly for Mayor.

It is hardly ex- 
agceration to say that Lord Wilton was a 
striking figure in Engiish society for more 
than sixty years from the time when he suc- 
ceeded to the Earildom of Wilton and to the 
fine property of Heaton Park, near Manches- 
ter. While itis true that no kind of sport 
appeared to come amiss to him, he was not 
entirely given over to sport. He was pas- 
sionately devoted to instrumental music—a 
taste which was imparted to his second son, 
Mr. Seymour Egerton—and be had a fancy 
for mastering the details of the 
surgeon’s art. He could turn 
his hand readily, as experience, has shown to 
the deft use of the tourniquet and to the tying 
of arteries. In the **Chaunt of Achilles,’? 
written by Mr. Surtees in 1838, Lord Wilton 
was described as ‘‘a compound of psalm- 
tuner and tally-ho.”

Graveyards for Pet Animals.

It has been proposed by certain ingenious 
speculators in England to found a society for 
the purpose of providing “proper burial- 
places’’ for defunct pets, such as dogs, cats 
and birds, and apparently in connection with 
the same scheme they propose to establish a 
“bome’’ for aged and infirm animals, which 
might also be used for the temporary shelter 
of pets whose owners are compelled to part 
with them for a time. There is something 
audaciously novel in that part of the scheme 
Which embraces a necropolis for dead dows 
and cats, but to that part of it which con- 
cerns a lodging-house for superannuated or 
temporarily abandoned pets Solomon’s re-

priately applied. Hiomes for aged 


and ‘*decayed’”’ animals are common in the 
far East, wherever the doctrine of transmi- 
gration of souls has permeated the religious 
beliefs of the people. Buddhists and certain 
sections of Hindus, particularly in the Jain 
community, bave a profound regard for ani- 
mal life, at least theoretically, for practically 
they are capable of treating both human be- 
ings and dumb animals with as much cruelty 
aS any other people on the face of the earth. 
There are many thousands of wealthy mer- 
chants in India who contribute heavily to- 
ward the support of institutions for the shel- 
ter and maintenance of useless animals. In 
Bombay, in the center of the native town, 
there isa building called the Pinjrapole, 
which contains acollection of animals such 
as no civilized menagerie in the world _ pos- 
sesses, In the open courtyard 
there are thousands of pigeons fed 
daily, and in cages aud adjoin- 
ing pens there are blind horses, feeble bul- 
locks, sick monkeys, broken-legged rats, de- 
formed butfaloes, mangy dogs, hump-backed 
cats, and even vermin which are rabhored in 
well-reguiated Christian domiciles. These 
miserable animals, many of which stand al! 
day long with festering wounds injthe beating 
sunlight, are fed regularly by Brahmin 
priests, Who carry their zeaifor the preser- 
vation of animal life to such an extent that 
early in the merning they may be seen walk- 
ing to and fro over the Maidau, or open space 
of meadow or field, and sprinkling the ground 
with sugar for the benefit of the ants that 
literally swarm in the earth. There are plenty

As, forinstance, by virtue of such an 
oftice as obliges one, in the excution of public 
justice, to put a malefactor to death, who 
hath forfeited his life by the laws and verdict 
of his country. This is an act of necessity,and 
even of civil duty; and, therefore, not only 
justifiable but commendable where the law re- 
guiresit. Butthe law must require it, other- 
wise itis not justifiable; therefore, wantonly to 
kill the greatest of malefuctors, a selon or a traitor, 
attainted or outlawed, deliberately, uncompell dand 
extru/ucdically, is MURDER. 

BLACKSTONE ON OUTLAWRY.—The outlaw’s 
life, is however, stili under the —pro- 
tection of the law, as hath been formerly 
observed: so that though anciently an out- 
lawed felon was said to have caput inpinum, 
and might have been knocked on the head like 
a woif by any one that should meet him, be- 
cause, having renounced all law, he was to be 
dealt with as ina state of natute, when every 
one that shoula find him might slay him; 
yet, now, to avoid such inhumanity, it is h iden 
that no man is entitled to kidd him wantonly or will- 
fully, but in so doing is guiliy of MURDER, unless 
it happens in the endeavor to lawtully appre- 
hend hiin.

Thomas Alien Was born on August 2), isj3, 
Pittsfield, Mass. His grandfather was the tipg 
minister of the gospel Who came to Pittefiey 
and he shouldered his musket during the »,

Rev. Thomas Allen had twelve children, , 
whom Jonathan Allen was the father of tn 
deceased. The Doy’s youth was passed withog 
the age of 16 he entered Union Colleze, ang 
three years later he was ‘graduated, althong, 
his college career was not remarkable 
In the same year, 1852, he began his jegy 
studies at Albany, but the cholera became
